4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
neither teach nor make obvious the claimed Umitation of the instant appUcation as a whole as 
recited in claims 1 and 7, respectively. In particular, the prior art does not teach or suggest 
relieving the stress and preventing the bending of the insulating substrate of a TFT by 
successively forming first and second insulating films on the insulating substrate including the 
gate electrode, the first insulating film being formed under first deposition conditions including 
power, pressure and electrode interval, the second insulating film being formed under second 
deposition conditions where at least one of the first deposition conditions is changed 
continuously over time.
